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National delegation to tour People’s Republic in April

Dr. James Bond, CSUS 
president, will be among 21 
American college and univer- 
sity presidents visiting the 
People’s Republic of China 
from April 1-21. 

The invitation, which was 
extende i .» the American As 
sociation oi State Colleges and 
Universities (AASCU), was 
made possible through the ef- 
ferts of Senator Henry 
Jackson (D-Wash.). Jackson 
visited the People’s Republic 
last year. 

Bond explained the main 
objective of the AASCU-spon- 
sored trip as gaining first- 
hand knowledge of the higher 
education process of China 
The delegation of presidents 
will be looking at the effects 
the People’s Revolution has 
had on their educational 
system. 

The president said he will 
be keeping an extensive jour 
nal throughout the 2i-day 
visit, and upon his retura 
plans a series of lectures tor 
any course in the university 
that requests it 

When asked what it meant 
to him as an educator and a 
citizen to be going to China, 
Bond said, “There are a 
number of questions regar- 
ding China, which have yet to

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be answered, and since the 
People’s Republic of China fs 
one of the major world_powers 
and the most highiy populated 
country in the world, I think 
we should try to learn as much 
as we can about their system 
of higher education 

In the view of various China 
experts, AASCU member 
institutions have many 
interests in common with 
higher education in the 
People’s Republic of China, in- 
cluding practical emphasis in 
teacher education, 
engineering, technical and 
agricultural education, 
economics, political science, 
environment, and allied 
health, in addition to the arts 
and humanities. 

Bond mentioned that one of 
the many facets of Chinese 
education to be studied will be 
the tendency of Chinese cur- 
riculum to emphasize career- 
orientated curriculum, and 
de-emphasize the studies of 
humanities. Also under obser- 
vation will be the methods by 
which Chinese students are 
chosen for admission into the 
various universities. 

Bond spoke of a current 
trend in admitting primarily 
‘“‘peasant-class’’ students, and 
thus making it difficult for the 
student of the Chinese middle- 
class to get into the schools. 








One of the many pos- 
sibilities to be studied during 
the trip will be a proposal fora 
student exchange program 

“Currently there are a 
number of students from 
China studying in England,” 
he said, “and I would be very 
interested in getting a similar 
program started in the United 
States. Hopefully, since we 
are on the west coast, some of 
those students would be study- 
ing right here at this univer- 
sity.” 

The AASCU fosters an 
international program aimed 
at expanding intercultural 
education on the campuses by 
providing opportunities for 
study in Mexico, Canada, 
Italy, Brazil, and India, and 
the development of faculty 
and student exchanges with 
Poland, Pakistan, Malaysia, 
and the Middle East. 

Eleven of the 21 group 
members were picked by lot, 
but were chosen from a 
number of national districts. 
so as to spread the par- 
ticipants evenly across the 
country. The remaining ten 
members were assured of 
making the trip by virtue of 
their status as AASCU ex- 
ecutive board members. Bond 
is a recently elected member 
of that board

CSUS students will have an 
opportunity, along with 
students from 16 other cam- 
puses, to express their views 
on the fees they pay as As- 
sociated Students in an up- 
coming referendum on Feb. 25 
and 26 


The referendum, requested 
by the state legislature, will 
advise campus presidents and 
the CSUC Board of Trustees as 
to whether and what extent 
students wish to have their $20 
student activity fee main- 
tained or reduced now that 
new state funding ($2.6 
millicn) is provided for some 
programs that have 
traditionally been funded out 
of student activity fees. 


Advisory balloting for 
students is provided for in a 
1974 legisiative measure, AB 
3116, which appropriated $2.6 
million to shift responsibility 
for funding of instructionally 
related activities from student 
fees to state funding. 


presidents will be visiting 


various educational 
institutions, exploring § cur- 
riculum development for 


career education and pos- 
sibilities of exchange of 
faculty students, 
publications, as well as im- 
proving the understanding of 
the People’s Republic in 
American colleges and 
universities. 

The major cities scheduled 
for the visit are Canton, 
Shanghai, Wasih, Nanking 
and Peking. Numerous ban- 
quets and social events in 
honor of the traveling 
education executives are 
planned, and there is the pos- 
sibility they will meet with 
Chinese government officials 
while in Peking. 

Prompted by recent news 
stories, Bond was asked 
whether the Central 
Intelligence Agency had any 
connection with the trip or 
anyone going on the trip. He 
said that there had been no 
CIA involvement nor did he 
know of any future contacts or 
briefings scheduled with the 
covert government agency 

Bond said that once the 
group reaches the mainland, 
they will be entirely in the 
hands of the Chinese officials, 
who will closely supervise 
their stay, as weil as guide 


At CSUS this year ap- 
proximately 27 percent ($5.60) 
of each students annual $20 ac- 
tivity fee was used for sup- 
porting instructionally related 


activities. The remaining 73° 


percent ($14.40) has been used 
to fund other activities and 
programs. 


CSUS students who do not’ 


want to retain their current 
mandatory fee may indicate 
their preference for reducing 
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them. And as they were 
warned in the Washington 
briefings, the presidents can 
jook forward to a very full and 
busy schedule, as the Chinese 
like to keep their guests in 
perpetua! motion 

Bond was asked how he 
would answer any faculty or 
students members who may 
find disagreement with his 
decision to leave the campus 
in favor of the China trip. 

Thinking for a moment, he 
said, “‘I wrestled with the 
decision to go on the trip for 
some time, but eventually 
came to the conciusion that 
this was a very rare op- 
portunity and a wnique ex- 
perience. 

“T also felt that I and the 
rest of the group would not be 
the only ones to benefit from 
the trip. as the university will 
have the fuil advantage of my 
first-hand observations and 
the facts we shall find because 
of the journey.”’ 


Students to vote on activity fees

Editor, the Hornet: 


Recent proposals. to 
diminish the opportunity for 
promotion again question the 
manner of distributing 
remuneration in the Univer- 
sity. Familiarity with the 
debate ever merit appears to 
obviate the need for its 
repetition. But one might wish 
to review the nature of the 
problem 

Generally, people living 
together give as well as take 
Their exchange of satisfaction 
is the basis of most relation- 
ships. Usually, we regard as 
ascetic a defect of taking: as 
exploitation, an excess. Jus- 
tice appears to concern itself 
with striking a balance 
between giving and taking to 
achieve social and personal 
well-being 

Absent individual 
bargaining attempts to 
achieve a balance appear to 
rely on the invention § of 
categories defining fairness in 
an exchange. A weighing of 
factors then determines the 
categorization of particular 
cases 

A manner of determining 
remuneration which 
categorizes without an ex- 
quisite weighing of subtle fac- 
tors cannot account for the 


unusual. Hence it cannot do 
justice in uncommon 
instances. If demonstrated 
ability governs 


categorization, a closer 
equivalence of service and 
compensation in uncommon 
as well as common instances 
will probably result. Of 
course, if need governs, 


beneficience or exploitation 
will replace exchange 
altogether 


The problem, then, is to 
clarify whether we are bes- 
towing a gift or purchasing a 
service when compensating 
If purchasing, we may wish to 
determine what quality of ser- 
vice the people of California 
have instructed us to obtain 
Having determined, we may 
at last be in a position to main- 
tain a fair exchange

“It was the best wrestling 
match I've ever seen in my 
Stay here,’ said Hornet Coach 
Hank Elespuru. “It was nip 
and tuck all the way, and we 
were ahead up until the 
heavyweight.” 

It was 21-18, with the 
Hornets in front, when Eles- 
puru put 190 pounder Brad 
Webb in the heavyweight 
division. But Webb, who 
hasn't wrestied for a month 
due to an injury, lost in a 
decision to 220 pound, Charley 
Merrill for the deadlock 

Gary Macagni, in the 177 
division, and Gary Hubble. in 
the 142. both pinned their op 
ponents in crucial matches 
Freshman Steve Saulque, won 
the 118: Tim Eckerman, the 

158; and Ron Losk, the 190—al! 
by decisions—to contribute to 
the tie. 

‘‘Nobody thought we'd have 
achance against them,”’ Eles- 
puru said, ‘But the (Hornets) 
did a terrific job...it was a 
super effort by everybody.’ 

Using the Davis meet as a 
springivard the underdog 
Hornets upset the Chico 
Wildcats by winning the last 
seven matches.

Skiers unite in the boycott 
of ski area cafeterias. Do not 
pay those outrageous, 
ridiculous prices. It’s time to 
take some action (or un-action 
in this case) when the price of 
a cold sandwich is 95 cents, 
coffee (small) is 30 cents and a 
50 cent carton of yogurt sells 
for 65-70 cents. I realize that 
these are inflationary times, 
but these prices surpass the 
outrageousness of inflation. 

The only solution is to 
boycott. It may be too much to 
hope for semi-reasonable 
prices (after all, it is a hassle 
getting the food to the ski 
area), but perhaps slightly 
ridiculous pricing is a feasible 
goal 

Start by carrying lunch 
with you. You can take exactly 
what you want and like—and 
do so a lot cheaper. Once at the 
ski area, spend a quarter and 
invest in a locker for your lun 
ch 

Cafeteria management will 
soon realize that something is 
wrong when they see more 
brown bags and thermoses 
than trays and paper cups dur- 
ing lunchtime 

Casual comments made at 
the right time—when you pass 
ski area employees, for exam- 
ple—about the absurdly high 
prices and ridiculously small 
amounts of food do wonders. 
And if you're carrying your 
lunch bag when you make 
these remarks, the effect is 
greater

The Office of Criminal Jus 
tice Planning has begun an 
eight month project to involve 
citizens from every part of the 
state in developing guidelines 
to shape the future of Califor 
nia’s criminal justice system 

“It is important that every 
interested group or private 
citizen who is concerned 


about the just and proper 
functioning of the state's 
criminal justice system 


involved in this im- 
portant project said Lou 
Palumbo, Executive Director 
of the Office of Criminal Jus- 
tice Planning 
“We have 
contact with the 
tal agencies related to 
criminal justice field 
Palumbo but it is much 
more difficult to contact 
private cilizens and groups 
with no direct connection with 
criminal justice operations 
Therefore, I am making this 
public request to the news 
media of the state to assist us 
in making the public aware of 
the importance of this project 
and urging al! interested 
citizens to become involved in

Project Safer California is 
a two-year, federally funded 
program to develop standards 
and goals for the California 
criminal justice system 
These stundards and 
when adopted in their final 
form, probably late in 1975 
will serve as guidelines for the 
funding of projects by the 
Calitornia Council on 
Criminal! Justice 

The standards and goals 
process began at the national 
level where a mode! process 
was developed. It is now up to 
each state to develop policy 
goals and standards of per- 
formance which meet the 
needs and problems of that 
particular state

Project Safer California 
began in June of 1974. In 


December, 1974, the first draft 
of standards and _ goal: 
recommended for the Califor 
nia criminal justice system 
was completed 

This turst draft, developed 
by 17 advisory committees 
consisting of 467 California 
citizens, was submitted to the 
California Council on 
Criminal Justice and has been 
transmitted to the state's 21 
criminal justice planning

as a formal! set of guidelines 
for use by the California Coun 
cil on Cruninal Justice tn fun 
ding programs in the criminal! 

The Council 
innuaily funds more than $50 
million in projects, and it is 
essential that thev develop 
sound planning guidelines for 
the use of this money without 
duplication conflicting 
programs 


These policy goals and 
operational standards apply 
to local agencies only if they 
apply for funds from the Coun 
cil. At that point, the local 
agency must show that the 
proposed project meets the 
statewide standards and 
goals 

At a time when we are all 
trying to economize in our 
budgets and cut governmental! 
expenditures, itis appropriate 
that we develop guidelines to 
be sure we arc all moving in 
the same direction and are do 


ing so in the most efficient

(ZNS) An ocean researcher 
reports that bits and pieces of 
plastic have become a univer- 
sal pollutant throughout the 
seas of the world 

John Colton, writing in the 
journal Oceanus, says he ha 
discovered particies of plastic 
in virtually every form of sea 
life. Colton writes that he has 
found plastic bits in the 
stomachs of fish, and in the 
gizzards and stomachs of sea 
birds 

He says that plastic par- 
ticles are now commonly 
found in the stomachs of fish 
larva. Colton reports he 
became interested in plastic 
pollution while siudying fish 
eggs found inside of a female 
fish. It turns out, he says, that 
the “eggs” he was studying 
were actually tiny pieces of

The EPA. isnow out witha 
warming saying that the killing 
of the birds will likely be 
followed by a rodent invasion 
The agency predicts that the 
food now eaten by the birds 
will le dormant for a while 
triggering a rat population ex- 
plosion around the base. The 
F_P.A. adds that if the rats do 
not move into the area to eat 
the excess food. that hur.dreds 
of millions of locusts and other 
insects will probably descend 
and breed in the area The 
army loaded its planes with 
tergitol for a planned air at 
tack on the birds Monday 
night (Feb. 3) but was halted 
at the last minute by a 
order.

Last Weekend's Sac- 
ramento Symphony concert 
was a long and rambling af- 
fair, with just as many bad 
moments as good ones. Before 
it was finished, there were 
several surprises of both 
kinds 

In the first place, guest 
soloist Christoph Eschenbach 
didn’t show up. Eschenback is 
one of today’s hottest pianists 
and his absence was a definite 
disappointment 

But conductor Harry 
Newstone brought in one Roy 
Bogas, about which little is 
known except that he is from 
the Bay Area

Minor was vigorous, incisive, 
and crystal clear. He had to 
beat back a tendency toward 
mechanization, though, and 
the warm applause he got 
after the first movement 
probably helped him along 

The Schumann is a very 
outwardly pretty work. His 
reading was Mozartian in its 
grace and clarity, and he was 
equal in every way to the 
technical demands of the 
piece. It is difficult to imagine 
more inauspicious cir- 
cumstances under which to 
appear, but he brought it off 
well 

Speaking of pretty works 
the orchestra played the 
Delius intermezzo Walk to the 
Paradise Garden. The musi 
of this lesser known English 
composer is always tender

nostalgic, and longingly soft 
The orchestral sound has a 
gentle glow to it as Delius 
often causes solo instruments 
to stand out against the mass 

This is a world of refined 
sensations, and the piece 
seemed to end too soon as the 
string sound died away to 
Silence 

Last on the program was 
the Prokofiev Symphony No. 
5. This is one of the century's 
most popular and successful 
symphonic scores, but 
Newstone and the orchestra 
did not come close to doing it 
justice. Ensemble playing 
was often ragged. Several en 
trances were off and the high 
register of the violins was par- 
ticularly strident 

Apart from that 
Newstone’s reading could 
have used a large dose of 
clarity and forethought, as the 
thing seemed to bog down 
under the weight of the notes 

This is the second concert in 
a row that Newstone has 
elected to begin with an 
operatic overture. This time it 
was Benvenuto Cellini by 
Berlioz. Hardly a step above 
the pops concert repertoire, it 
is interesting for certain 
effects—such as hidden wind 
gtissandos and uncommonly 
large percussion section—but 
little else

Nuclear reactor 


(ZNS) A new study by the 
General Accounting office in- 
dicates that the  widely- 
heralded breeder nuclear 
reactor is becoming too expen- 
sive to build 

The breeder reactor has 
long been proclaimed by the 
nuclear industry as the 
answer to U.S. energy needs 
The Atomic Energy Com 
mission has been predicting 
that breeders could supply 20 
percent of America’s energy 
requirements by 1980 

However. 3 reg 
been plagued by dramatically 
rising costs. The original es 
timate given to congress was 
that the breeder program 
would cost less than $2 billion 
Last year, the AEC. es- 
timated that the costs had 
soared to at least $5 billion 

Now, the newest estimate 
from the General Accounting 
office is that the breeder 
program will cost at ieast $10 
billion—a 500 percent increase 
over the original estimate
